Supplies for Projects 

At the time of publication, all supplies used to create proj¬ 
ects in this instruction book were available throughout the 
country at craft shops. We are aware of the problems which ■ 
might occur when trying to find a particular item to com¬ 
plete a project. Therefore, we have made a particular effort 
to use readily available items. Since most craft shop owners 
are familiar with sources of supply concerning craft items 
used in these books, please ask for their help if you are 
unable to locate a particular craft supply. 


2-Needle Procedure, 4-Bead Pattern 

NOTE: When using 6mm or 8mm faceted beads, large-eyed 
raffia or needlepoint needles work very well. Always use #3 
thread (a heavy nylon bonded macrame cord) whenever 
extra-duty strength or additional weight capacity is needed. 

Instructions will refer to right hand needle as RHN and to 
left hand needle as LHN — RHN is held in the right hand 
and LHN is held in the left hand. 

ROW I 

1. Place a needle on each end of about 2 to 2 Vi yds. of 
thread. Because eye of needle is so large, tie end of 
thread (tail) around each needle with a single knot. This 
prevents needle from slipping off. 

2. On RHN, string 4 beads. Center beads in middle of 
thread. Always refer to pattern instructions and, if 
various colors are used, to circle-by-circle directions. 

3. Take the LHN up through the 4th or last bead of the 
RHN. Pull needle through with your right hand and swing 
former RHN over to the left side, forming first circle. 
LHN now becomes RHN and RHN becomes LHN. (See 
Figs. 1A & 1 B.) 

4. For second and remaining circles of this row: Add 2 
beads on the RHN and one bead on the LHN. Take LHN 
up through the last bead of the RHN, pull needle through 
with your right hand, and swing former RHN over to left 
side. Repeat this circle pattern for remainder of directed 
length. (See Figs. 2A&2B.)

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


5. A. To finish off row when last circle is completed 
reinforce last 4-bead circle by taking RHN around all 
4 beads of this circle. Pull tightly. (See Fig. 3A.) Then 
run RHN back through last bead (through to opposite 
side of same bead) so threads meet. Pull tightly and 
knot 3 times. Conceal knot by going up next bead with 
one needle and back through last bead with opposite 
needle. Cut threads. (See Fig. 3B.) 

B. Repeat same procedure (step 5A) for adding more 
thread to complete a project. Then, to add new (or 
more) thread to complete required length, use 2 to 
2'A yds. of thread with a needle tied at each end: 
Take RHN or LHN through last bead, center thread, 
and begin or repeat step 4. (See Fig. 4.) 


1. (First Circle) Use new thread. Take LHN down through 
first protruding bead of previous row. Add 3 beads (first 
time only) on RHN. Cross LHN through last bead of RHN 
(crossing needles, as before). This forms first circle. (See 
Fig. 5.) 

2. (Remaining Circles) *Take LHN down next protruding 
bead of previous row. On RHN, add only 2 beads. Cross 
LHN through last bead of RHN (crossing needles, as 
before). This forms next circle. Repeat from * for desired 
length. (See Fig. 6.) 

3. Repeat step 5A of first row, for tying off. 

For third and all subsequent rows, repeat row 2 procedure in 

its entirety. (See Fig. 7.)

Materials 

Approx. 148, 6mm faceted beads — tortoise, dk. topaz, an 
black diamond or opaque white (either are attractive) 

8, 3 Vi mm gold or pearl beads 

#3 macrame cord (a heavy nylon bonded thread) 

2 Ig.-eyed raffia or needlepoint needles 
1, #7 fine beading needle (for hanger beads) - 
Miniature nativity scene 
Thick white craft glue 
(for gluing scene in ornament) 
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— NATIVITY IN BEADS 

NOTE: This is a 2-needle procedure, 4-bead pattern. Refer to 
General Instructions when working base, backboard, and 
roof. 

1. Base & Backboard 

Use about 2'A yds. of thread with a needle at each end. 
This should be sufficient to complete both base and 
backboard. Work the rows as described in General In¬ 
structions and illustrated in Fig. 1. Reinforce last circle of 
each row, knot, flip over and position needles for next 
row. The base is 8 center beads long x 3 rows wide. Refer 
to Fig. 1 for correct needle placement and bead place¬ 
ment for backboard. The backboard is 1 row with the ad¬ 
dition of 11, 6mm faceted beads. Reinforce, knot, and 
cut threads. Make certain this is very taut. Lay aside. 

2. Roof 

The roof is the usual 4-bead pattern: 9 center beads long 
x 3 rows wide. Work according to General Instructions 
and Fig. 2. 

3. Tree Hanger 

Refer to Fig. 2 for exact bead used to attach hanger. Use 
one needle. Attach new thread by the X-marked bead, 
work needle through that bead and through the next X- 
marked bead. Add 8, 3V2mm gold beads and circle the 
center bead by going through the same bead but through 
the opposite-side hole. Slip knot several times. Cut 
thread. 


Hanger extends from middle row 5th center bead

4. Poles 

Left front & back poles: Refer to Fig. 3 for correct needle 
placement for attaching new thread. Co through that 
6mm faceted bead and add 7, 6mm faceted beads. At¬ 
tach front pole to roof by going through the three 6mm 
faceted beads of roof (straight across to back); add six 
6mm faceted beads. Join to (through) the three 6mm 
faceted beads of the backboard base-circle. Knot and tie 
threads securely. Return back through both poles, knot, 
and cut thread. 

Right front and back poles: Merely reverse needle and 
thread placement of first bead pole attachments and 
proceed as before. 

5. Gluing Miniatures in Manger 

Using a thick white glue, glue the Nativity characters in 
the manger, on the base.

Materials 

Approx. 84, 8mm white opaque faceted beads = ab¬ 
breviated W in instructions 

Approx. 48, 8mm yellow transparent or opaque faceted 
beads = Y 

Approx. 16, 8mm pink transparent or opaque faceted beads 
= P 

Approx. 36, 8mm green transparent or opaque faceted 
beads = G 

8, 8mm blue transparent or opaque faceted beads = B 
Approx. 65, V/i mm bubble, gold, silver, or pearl beads 
2 Ig.-eyed raffia or needlepoint needles 
1 fine #7 beading needle 

#3 macrame cord (a heavy nylon bonded thread) 

Conso thread or #69 (a thinner nylon bonded thread) 

J ingle bells (optional) 

NOTE: This is a 2-needle procedure, 4-bead pattern — see 
General Instructions 

1. Follow Fig. 1 plus circle-by-circle instructions. Upon com¬ 
pletion, you will have a strip 4 rows wide x 16 center 
beads long, forming the 4 sides of the block. Reinforce 
last circle of first row. Knot 3 times. Cut thread. Proceed 
to next row. Do not flip over! Use about 1Vi yds. of 
thread with a large-eyed needle at each end, for each

. Joining the top & bottom strip. 

Use approximately 1 yd. of #3 cord with a large-eyed 
needle at each end. Fold strip in half. Follow Fig. 2. String 
on one 8mm yellow faceted bead and center it in middle 
of thread. ‘Take LHN down first bead of left side and 
RHN down the first bead of right side. On RHN, add next 
bead (in order by color). 

Color Order: 1st — yellow (already added) 

2nd — white 
3rd — white 
4th — white 
5th — yellow 

Take LHN through the newly added 8mm bead. Repeat 
from * on downwards until 5 beads in the color-order 
have been added. Reinforce last circle. Knot 3 times; 
conceal knot by going through next bead. Cut thread. 

. Bottom (or Base) of Block (Complete row by row; tie off 
after each row). Fold ornament on fold lines (the yellow 
lines). Form a 4-sided block form. Use Fig. 3 which il¬ 
lustrates previously added beads with new row by row 
additions. Begin with Row 1 — LHN goes down previous 
beads that are darkened on diagram. Newly added beads 
vill be placed on RHN (place pink rows of block shape at 


top and bottom, blu< 
sides.) 

Row 1 

RHN - Add 2W(3 times)

OPTION: At this point, jingle bells may be dropped into 
bottom of block, if desired. 

Top 

Repeat step 3 in its entirety for top or opposite side. 
Remember to keep the pink block design at top and bot¬ 
tom and the blue design on the left and right of top 
block's completion. 

Addition of the 3Vi mm Beads(Refer to Fig. 4) 

Attach fine thread and fine needle between threads of 
any 8mm bead (of a pink side); go through top of that 
bead. ‘Add one 3Y2mm irridescent or gold bead and go 
through the next 8mm bead. Repeat from * around, pull¬ 
ing very tightly so bead slips down in between two 8mm 
beads. The purpose of this row is to hide threads and also 
pull beads together so they seem to be on a wire. This is 
done only on top pink block, down the 4 yellow sides, 
and across the 4 yellow sides. 


Fig. 1 /"Center Bead 
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6. Hanger (see Fig. 5) 

From the top block enclosure through the third 3'A mm 
bead (center bead), attach thread and a fine needle. Co 
through that bead; add 12, 3 Vi mm bubble or gold beads. 
Return through that same bead but from the opposite 
direction. Slip knot several times. Cut thread.

Tree Ornament

Materials 

1,8mm emerald green faceted bead 
Approx. 96 red spacers = abbreviated Red Sp in instruc¬ 
tions 

Approx. 16, 6mm white opaque or crystal faceted beads = 
abbreviated C in instructions 
Approx. 48,6mm emerald green faceted beads = G 
Approx. 16, 6mm transparent red faceted beads (for bottom 
tassel) 

Approx. 82, 3mm gold, silver, or pearl beads 
4 sm. (Vi") round or square glass mirrors or 8 round palette 
sequins 

2 fine #7 beading needles 

Conso or #69 nylon bonded thread (a thin nylon thread) 
Thick white craft glue 

NOTE. This is a 2-needle procedure, 4-bead pattern — see 
General Instructions. I have used 2 red spacers to equal one 
6mm bead. To cross needles on any red pattern go through 2 
spacers instead of the usual one bead. 

1. Follow Fig. 1 and the circle-by-circle directions. Cut 
thread at end of each row. Reinforce, knot, cut thread.

. Joining Front and Back. 

Fold pillbox in half on the all red spacer row. Add about 
1 Vi yds. of thread and 1 needle to the last 2-spacer join¬ 
ing. Co through the bottom 6mm green bead, add 2 red 
spacer beads, join to top 6mm green bead. Then circle 
around through the former 2 red spacers and bottom 
6mm green bead again and up through the newly added 2 
red spacers. *Go through top bead, add 2 red spacers, 
and connect to bottom 6mm green bead, add 2 red 
spacers. (See Fig. 2.) Repeat from * around, until all top 
and bottom beads are joined by 2 red spacers. Pull tight. 
The Gold Bead Addition. 

Attach about 1 Vi yds. of thread and, using one needle, 
go through bead that is darkened on Fig. 3. *Add one 
3mm gold bead, go through next 6mm bead, add another 
3mm bead, and go through next 6mm bead. Repeat from 
* around for front and then for backside. 

Flanger. 

Slip needle up through the 2 red spacers of the closest 
corner (see Fig. 4). Add 8, 3mm gold beads and go back 
through the same 2 spacers from the opposite direction. 
Slip knot several times and cut thread. 

. Tassel. 

Attach new thread (about 1 Vi yds.) and, using one 
needle, begin tassel formation. (See Fig. 5A.) Flave needle 
coming out of, or between, the bottom 2 red spacers. 
Add one green 8mm faceted bead (as the basic tassel 
bead). 

First tassel strand: 'String on (as shown in Fig. 5B) two 
3mm gold beads, one red spacer, one 6mm green faceted 
bead, 1 red spacer, two 3mm gold beads, 1 red spacer, 
one 6mm green bead, 1 red spacer, two 3mm gold beads, 
four 6mm red faceted beads. Skip 3 of the 6mm red 
faceted beads and go through the first one of these add¬ 
ed and up through all remaining beads of the tassel 
strand. Go through the 8mm green faceted bead, slip 
knot between the 2 red spacers. Work needle down

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through the 8mm bead and begin next tassel. Repeat 
from * for each tassel strand; make a total of 4 tassel 
strands. 

6. On the bottom of each tassel strand, glue a round or 
square Vi" glass mirror, as shown in Fig. 6; or, on each 
side of the end of each strand, glue a palette sequin. 


- MERRY MAKER

This is a variation of "Christmas Cheer", but 
the use of more than one color gives an entire¬ 
ly different effect. Try it, you'll like it! 



Round 1 

On about 2 VS yds. of thread with one needle, string on eight 
8mm faceted beads; 1C, 1C, 1C, 1R, 1C, 1C, 1C, 1R. Tie 
beads in a circle. At end of thread opposite needle, allow a 
4"-5" tail. Knot 3 times; conceal knot by pulling and going 
through several beads. (See Fig. 1.) 

Round 2 

Around every other 8mm bead *add one oat bead, one 3mm 
silver bead, and one oat bead; go through the next 8mm 
bead of the previous circle. Repeat from * around, until 
four 3-bead additions have been added. (See Fig. 2.) Work 
needle through closest oat bead and out a 3mm bead to 
position needle for next round. 

Round 3 

‘Add a 3mm bead and go through the next 3mm bead (of 
previous round). Repeat from * until four 3mm beads have 
been added. Reinforce complete circle of the efght 3mm 
beads by going through all again. (See Fig. 3.) 

Round 4 

Add 2 oat beads, go directly across (4 beads away) and 
down through the oat bead below, slip knot, and return 
needle back up the 2 oat beads. Needle is in the middle of 
the 2 oat beads just added. (See Fig. 4.) 

Round 5 

Add one green faceted 8mm bead and eight 3mm silver 
beads. Bypass all 3mm beads; work needle back through the 
8mm faceted bead and out opposite oat bead used pre¬ 
viously, down next lower oat bead, and through the closest 
8mm C faceted bead of the circle. (See Fig. 5.) 

Round 6 

Make sure original bead circle is lined up as in Fig. 6A (R, 
C,C). 

A. (First addition — add 5 beads.) Add one 3mm silver bead, 
one 8mm C faceted bead, one 3mm silver bead, one 8mm 
C faceted bead, and one 3mm silver bead. Working 
seemingly backwards, circle this same bead by going 
through it from the opposite direction then through the 
next 8mm bead of the circle (refer to Fig. 6A again). 

B. (Next addition — add 4 beads.) ‘Add a 3mm bead, an 
8mm R faceted bead, a 3mm bead, and an 8mm R 
faceted bead; connect in and through the 3mm bead to 
the right of work and go through the next two 8mm beads 
of the circle. (See Fig. 6B.) Repeat from *, using same 


Materials 

Approx. 86, 3mm silver, gold, or pearl beads 
Approx. 20, 3x6mm silver, gold, or pearl oat beads 
Approx. 29, 8mm ruby red faceted beads = abbreviated R 
in instructions 

Approx. 40, 8mm crystal faceted beads = C 
Approx. 30, 8mm emerald green faceted beads = G 
Approx. 17, 8mm silver, gold, or pearl beads = S 
1 fine beading needle 
#69 or Conso nylon bonded thread 

NOTE: Do not worry about the in-and-out shape until orna¬ 
ment is completed. Merely pull each row tightly as you 
work. Upon completion, lay a flat object (such as scissors) 
between every other 3-bead addition and bring one side out¬ 
ward and the next inward.

procedure around the circle (that of adding 4 beads), but 
substituting coordinating surrounding colors aligned to 
previous circle (i.e., red around red, green around green, 
and crystal around crystal). 

C. (Last addition — add 3 beads.) Work needle up through 
the 3mm bead to the left of work; add an 8mm G faceted 
bead, a 3mm silver bead, and an 8mm G faceted bead; 
connect in and through the 3mm bead to the right of 
work. Go through the 8mm G faceted bead of original 
circle, then up through the 3mm silver bead, the 8mm C 
faceted bead, and out the top 3mm silver bead. (See Fig. 
6C.) 
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MERRY MAKER - 

Round 7 

A. ‘Add 3 beads — an 8mm faceted bead, a 3mm silver 
bead, and an 8mm faceted bead (colors corresponding 
with those of previous round; i.e., first addition of this 
round will be an 8mm C faceted bead, a 3mm silver bead, 
and an 8mm R faceted bead). See Fig. 7. Repeat from * 
around, up to last addition. 

B. For last addition, connect through lower 3mm bead, 
work needle up through the next 8mm faceted bead, and 
out the top 3mm bead. Make certain that for this round 
each 3-bead addition has consisted of 2 different colors 
of 8mm faceted beads. 

Round 8 

Repeat the round 7 procedure, but over previous 8mm 
crystal faceted additions use corresponding 8mm silver 
beads. Have needle coming out of the top 3mm silver bead. 
This round will have 2 same-color faceted beads on each 3- 
bead addition, (i.e., R. over R, C over C, S over C). 

Round 9 

Repeat the round 7 procedure, using the 8mm silver bead 
over or instead of the C beads, to line up or correspond with 
previous silver row colors. This, as round 7, will have 2 dif¬ 
ferent colors on each 3-bead addition. 

Round 10 

Repeat the round 7 procedure, but return to using 8mm C 
beads over the 8mm S beads, R over R, and C over C. This 
round will have 2 same-color faceted beads in each 3-bead 
addition. 

Round 11 

Repeat the round 7 procedure, using C over C, C over C, R 
over R for the 3-bead additions. This round will have 2 
different-color 8mm faceted beads in each 3-bead addition. 
Have needle coming out of the top 3mm bead. 

Round 12 

*Add a corresponding-color 8mm faceted bead, go through 
the next 3mm bead. Repeat from * around, until 8 
alternating-color 8mm faceted beads have been added 
(colors corresponding with previous round). Reinforce by 
going through all 8mm beads only; this brings circle 
together. Pull extremely tight. 

Round 13 

Repeat round 2 (adding 1 oat, one 3mm bead, and one oat). 

Round 14 

Repeat round 3 (adding one 3mm bead). 

Round 15 

Repeat round 4 (2 oat beads, bottom addition). 

Bottom tassel — see Fig. 8. Add: 

1,8mm R faceted bead 
1,3mm S bead 
1,8mm S bead 
1,3mm S bead 
1,8mm C faceted bead 
4, 3mm S beads 
(total 9 beads) 

Bypass the last four 3mm S beads. Co back up through all 
previous beads of the tassel and through the oat bead of the 
previous 2-oat-bead addition. Slip knot, conceal thread, cut

Would you believe this beauty was a 
mistake?! One of my students mistook an 
8mm bead for a 6mm bead in some previous 
instructions and this was the great result! 

Materials 

Approx. 86, 3mm silver, gold, or pearl beads I (silver used 
Approx. 20, 3x6 silver, gold, or pearl oat beads — for sample) 

Approx. 17, 8mm silver, gold or pearl beads_I 

Approx. 99, 8mm faceted beads (color of your choice — 
ruby red used for sample) 

1, #7 (fine) beading needle 

#69 or Conso thread (a thin nylon bonded thread) 

NOTE: Do not worry about the in-and-out shape until com¬ 
pleted. Merely pull each round tightly as you work and, 
upon completion, lay a flat object (such as scissors) be¬ 
tween every other 3-bead addition, bringing one side out¬ 
ward and the next section inward. 

Round 1 

On about 2 to 2Vi yds. of thread with one needle, string on 
eight 8mm faceted beads. Leave a 4"-5" tail at end of thread 
opposite needle. Tie beads into a circle. Knot 3 times; con¬ 
ceal knot by pulling and going through several beads. 

Round 2 

Around every other 8mm faceted bead, *add one oat bead, 
one 3mm bead, and one oat bead; go through next 8mm 
bead of the previous circle. Repeat from * around, until 
four 3-bead additions have been added (See Fig. 1). Work 
needle up through an oat bead and out a 3mm bead. 

Round 3 

‘Add a 3mm bead and go through the next 3mm bead (of 
previous addition). Repeat from * around, until four 3mm 
beads have been added. Reinforce complete circle by going 
through all eight 3mm beads again (see Fig. 2). 

Round 4 

Add 2 oat beads, go directly across (4 beads away) down 
through the oat bead below, slip knot, and return needle 
back up the 2 oat beads. (Needle is in the middle of the 2 oat 
beads just added — see Fig. 3.) 

Round 5 

Add one 8mm faceted bead and eight 3mm beads; skip all 
eight 3mm beads and work needle back through the 8mm 
faceted bead and down the opposite oat bead of previous 
round and down the next lower oat bead; go through the 
closest 8mm faceted bead of the circle. (See Fig. 4.) 

Round 6 

A. (First Addition — Add 5 beads.) Add a 3mm bead, an 
8mm faceted bead, a 3mm bead, an 8mm faceted bead, 
and a 3mm bead. Working seemingly backwards, circle 
this bead (by going backwards through the same bead 
from the opposite side, then through the next 8mm bead 
of the circle). (See Fig. 5A.) 

B. (Next Addition — Add 4 beads.) See Fig. 5B. ‘Add a 3mm 
bead, an 8mm faceted bead, a 3mm bead, and an 8mm 
faceted bead. Connect through 3mm bead to the right of 
work, go through the next two 8mm beads of the circle. 

Repeat from * around, up to last addition. 

C. (Last Addition — Add 3 beads.) See Fig. 5C. Work needle 
up through the 3mm bead to the left of work, add an 
8mm faceted bead, a 3 mm bead, and an 8mm faceted 
bead. Connect through the 3mm bead to the right of 
work, through the 8mm bead of circle, and up the 3mm 
bead to the left of work; go up through the next 8mm 
bead and out the top 3mm bead. 
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Round 7 

A. ‘Add an 8mm faceted bead, a 3mm bead, and an 8mm 
faceted bead. Connect through next 3mm bead (of 
previous circle). Repeat from * around (see Fig. 6), up to 
last addition. 

B. On last addition, connect through lower 3mm bead and 
work needle up through the 8mm faceted bead and out 
the top 3mm bead. 

Round 8 

A. ‘Add on 8mm silver bead, one 3mm bead, and one 8mm 
silver bead; go through next 3mm silver bead (of previous 
round). Add one 8mm faceted bead, one 3mm silver 
bead, and one 8mm faceted bead; go through next 3mm 
silver bead (of previous round). Repeat from * 3 more 
times (for a total of eight 3-bead additions). 

B. For last joining, join in lower 3mm silver bead, work 
needle up through the 8mm silver bead and out the top 
3mmsilver bead. 

Round 9 

A. ‘Add one 8mm silver bead, one 3mm silver bead, and 
one 8mm faceted bead. Join in next 3mm silver bead (of 
previous round). Add one 8mm faceted bead, one 3mm 
silver bead, and one 8mm silver bead; join in next 3mm 
bead (of previous round). Repeat from ‘around, 3 more 
times. 

B. For last joining, join in lower 3mm silver bead; work 
needle up through the 8mm silver bead and out the top 
3mm silver bead. 

Round 10 

Repeat Round 7 (A & B). 

Round 11 

Repeat Round 7 (A & B) again. 



Round 12 

‘Add one 8mm faceted bead and go through the next 3mm 
bead. Repeat from * around, until eight 8mm beads have 
been added. (See Fig. 7.) Reinforce by going through all 
8mm beads only; this brings the circle together. Pull ex¬ 
tremely tight. 

Round 13 

Repeat Round 2 (add an oat, a 3mm bead, and an oat). 

Round 14 

Repeat Round 3 (add a 3mm bead). 

Round 15 

Repeat Round 4 (add 2 oats). 

Bottom single tassel — see Fig. 8: Add; 

1,8mm faceted bead 
1,3mm silver bead 
1,8mm silver bead 
1, 3mm silver bead 
1,8mm faceted bead 
4, 3mm silver beads 
(9 beads in all) 

Bypass the last four 3mm beads and go back through all 
previously strung beads of the tassel, through the oat of the 
opposite side (previous 2-oat-bead addition). Slip knot 
several times. Conceal knot. Cut thread. 

Form into an in-and-out cylinder.

Approx. 64, 6mm crystal faceted beads = abbreviated C in 
instructions. 

Approx. 64, 6mm It. sapphire or blue faceted beads (or color

4, 3x6mm gold, silver, or pearl oat beads (gold used for sam¬ 
ple) 

16, 4x12mm pearl oat or spaghetti beads (a 3x6mm oat bead 
may be used) 

Round 1 

On about 2 to 2'/i yds. of thread, string eight 8mm faceted 
beads. Slip beads down to opposite end of thread. Allow a 
4"-5" tail and tie beads to form a circle. Knot 3 times. Con¬ 
ceal knot by going through several beads. 

Round 2 

‘Around every other 8mm bead add a spaghetti bead, a 
3mm gold bead, and a spaghetti bead; go through the next 
8mm bead of the circle. Repeat from * around, until four 3- 
bead additions have been completed. (See Fig. 1.) Work 
needle up a spaghetti bead and out through the closest 
3mm gold bead. 
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Round 3 

*Add a 3mm gold bead and go through the next 3mm gold 
bead. Repeat from * around, until four 3mm beads have 
been added. Reinforce by going through entire 8-bead circle 
again; pull tightly. (See Fig. 2.) 

Round 4 

Add 2 gold oat beads and join directly across through the 
4th spaghetti bead away; slip knot several times and work 
needle back between the 2 gold oat beads just added, so 
thread is coming from the middle of the 2-oat-bead cross¬ 
bar. (See Fig. 3.) 

Round 5 (Hanger) 

Add an 8mm faceted bead and eight 3mm gold beads. 
Bypass the eight 3mm beads and come back through the 
8mm faceted bead and down opposite oat of the 2-oat addi¬ 
tion, through the closest spaghetti bead and out an 8mm 
faceted bead. This positions needle for next round. (See Fig. 
4.) 

Round 6 

A. (First addition — add 5 beads). Add a 3mm gold a C 6mm 
faceted, a 3mm gold, a C 6mm faceted, and a 3mm gold 
bead. Circle this 8mm bead (that thread is coming out of) 
by going through it from the opposite side, then go 
through the next bead of the 8mm bead circle. (See Fig. 
5.) 

B. (Next addition — add 4 beads). *Add a 3mm gold, a C 
6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted bead. 
Join in and through the 6mm bead (to the right of work), 
then go through two 8mm beads of previous round. 
Repeat from * around, up to last addition. (See Fig. 6.) 

C. (Last addition — add 3 beads). Work needle up the 3mm 
gold bead (to the left of work) and add a C 6mm faceted, 
a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted bead. Join in the 3mm 
bead to the right of work and circle through the 8mm 
bead of the circle, back up through the 3mm gold bead, 
the C 6mm faceted bead and out the top 3mm gold bead. 
(See Fig. 7.) 

Round 7 

*Add a 3mm gold, a 6mm B faceted, and a 3mm gold bead; 
join through next 3mm gold bead. Repeat from * around. 
(See Fig. 8.) On last addition, to position needle for next 
round, join in bottom of 3mm bead, then go through the 
next 3mm gold bead and out the 6mm B bead. 

Round 8 

*Add three 3mm gold beads and go through next B 6mm 
faceted bead. Repeat from around. (See Fig. 9.) On last join¬ 


ing, to position needle for next row, join in B 6mm bead and 
work needle through two of the three 3mm gold beads. 

Round 9 

*Add a C 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted 
bead; join in the middle 3mm bead (of next three 3mm 
group). Repeat from * around. (See Fig. 10.) On last joining, 
join in middle 3mm bead, then work needle up the C 6mm 
faceted bead and out the top 3mm gold bead. 

Round 10 

Repeat round 7 (adding a 3mm, a B 6mm, and a 3mm). 

Round 11 

Repeat round 8 (adding 3 gold 3mm beads). 

Round 12 

Repeat round 9, except use blue 6mm beads instead of 
crystal. 

Round 13 

Repeat round 9 (using blue 6mm beads again). 

Round 14 

Repeat round 7 (adding a 3mm, a B 6mm, and a 3mm bead). 

Round 15 

Repeat round 8 (adding 3 gold 3mm beads). 

Round 16 

Repeat round 9 (using C 6mm faceted beads). 

Round 17 

Repeat round 7 (adding a 3mm, a B 6mm, and a 3mm bead). 

Round 18 

Repeat round 8 (adding three 3mm gold beads). 

Round 19 

Repeat round 9 (using C 6mm faceted beads). 

Round 20 

*Add a blue 8mm faceted bead and go through the next 
3mm gold bead. Repeat from * around. To reinforce go 
through only the 8mm beads. You may have to go around 
twice to have a really tight circle. 

Round 21 

Repeat round 2 (adding a spaghetti bead, a 3mm bead, and 
a spaghetti bead). 

Round 22 

Repeat round 3 (adding a 3mm bead). 

Round 23 

Repeat round 4 (adding 2 oat beads). 

Round 24 

Repeat round 5. Follow same procedure, but add only 4 
gold beads instead of 8. Work needle through several beads. 
Slip knot several times and cut thread. (See Fig. 11.)

Approx. 18, 8mm blue (It. sapphire) faceted beads 
Approx. 178, 3mm gold, silver, or pearl beads (gold used for

Approx. 96, 6mm crystal faceted beads = abbreviated C in 
instructions 

Approx. 16, 6mm blue (It. sapphire) faceted beads = B 
Approx. 12, 6mm pink faceted beads = P 
Approx. 12, 6mm orchid (It. amethyst) faceted beads = LA 
Approx. 36, 3x6mm gold, silver, or pearl oat beads (gold 
used for sample) 

Approx. 12, 6mm lime faceted beads = L 
Approx. 12, 6mm yellow faceted beads = Y 

Round 1 

On about 2 to 2'A yds. of thread with one needle, string 
eight 8mm blue faceted beads. Slip on down to end op¬ 
posite needle and tie beads in a circle. Allow a 4"-5" tail. 
Knot 3 times. Conceal knot by going through several 8mm 
beads of the circle. 

Round 2 

Around every other 8mm faceted bead *add one gold oat, 
one 6mm blue faceted bead, and one gold oat bead; go 
through next 8mm faceted bead. Repeat from * until four 3- 
bead additions have been added. Work needle up closest 
oat and out the 6mm faceted bead. (See Fig. 1.) 

Round 3 

*Add one 6mm blue faceted bead; go through the next 6mm 
blue faceted bead (of last addition). See Fig. 2. Repeat from 
*around, until four 6mm blue faceted beads have been add¬ 
ed. Reinforce circle by going through all eight 6mm faceted 
beads of the circle. 

Round 4 

*Add an oat bead, a 3mm gold bead, and an oat bead. Cir¬ 
cle this bead by going through the next 6mm bead of the cir¬ 
cle. Repeat from * around (see Fig. 3) until four 3-bead addi¬ 
tions have been completed. Work needle up the closest oat 
bead and out the 3mm gold bead. 

Round 5 

*Add a 3mm gold bead and go through next 3mm bead (of 
last addition). Repeat from * around, until four 3mm beads 
have been added. (See Fig. 4.) Work needle back around 
through all eight 3mm beads to reinforce and tighten circle. 
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Round 6 

Add 2 oat beads, go directly across the 8-bead circle and 
connect through the corresponding oat bead (4th one away). 
Slip knot one or two times, and work needle back up to the 
middle of the 2-oat-bead addition just made. (See Fig. 5.) 

Round 7 (Hanger) 

Add one 8mm blue faceted bead and six 3mm gold beads. 
Bypass the 6 small gold beads and come back through the 
8mm blue bead and down the opposite oat bead from where 
you began the hanger. (See Fig. 6.) Run needle down the 
closest 2 oat beads so thread is coming out an 8mm bead of 
the original circle. 

Round 8 

A. (First addition — add 5 beads.) Add a gold 3mm bead, a 
6mm C faceted bead, a 3mm gold bead, a 6mm C faceted 
bead, and a 3mm gold bead. Work seemingly backwards 
and circle this same bead; go through this bead from the 
opposite side, then through the next 8mm bead of the cir¬ 
cle. (See Fig. 7A.) 

B. (Next addition — add 4 beads.) *Add a 3mm gold bead, a 
6mm C faceted bead, a 3mm gold bead, and a 6mm C 
faceted bead; connect through the 3mm gold bead to the 
right of work, then go through the next two 8mm beads 
of the circle. (See Fig. 7B.) Repeat from * around, up to 
last addition. 

C. (Last addition — add 3 beads.) Needle should be 
positioned so it is coming out of the 3mm gold bead, to 
the left of work. Add only 3 beads — a 6mm C faceted 
bead, a 3mm gold bead, and a 6mm C faceted bead; con¬ 
nect through the 3mm bead to the right of work. Then go 
through the 8mm bead of the circle, up the 3mm gold 
bead, the 6mm C faceted bead and the top 3mm gold 
bead. (See Fig. 7C.) 

NOTE: For next round follow each addition as given below. 
On this round each addition will be 3 beads: a 6mm faceted 
bead, a 3mm gold bead, and a 6mm faceted bead (or the 
reverse). Connect in next 3mm gold bead. (See Fig. 8.) 

Round 9 

1. Add a Y 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a Y 6mm faceted 
bead. 

2. Add a C 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted 
bead. 

3. Add a LA 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a LA 6mm 
faceted bead. 

4. Add a C 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted 
bead. 

5. Add a L 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a L 6mm faceted 
bead.

5. Y 6mm faceted, 3mm gold, C 6mm faceted. 

6. C 6mm faceted, 3mm gold, LA 6mm faceted. 

7. LA 6mm faceted, 3mm gold, C 6mm faceted. 

8. C 6mm faceted, 3mm gold, L 6mm faceted. 

Join. Work needle up through the faceted bead and then 
out the top 3mm gold. 

Round 19 

*Add a 6mm C faceted bead, a 3mm gold bead, and a C 
6mm faceted bead; join in the next 3mm bead. Repeat from 
* around. On last addition, join in lower 3mm gold bead; 
work needle up through the faceted bead and out the top 
3mm bead. 

Round 20 

*Add an 8mm blue faceted bead and go through the next 


3mm bead (of last addition). Repeat from * around. (See Fig. 
11.) Flave needle coming out of an 8mm blue bead. Rein¬ 
force by going around entire circle of 8mm beads again. Co 
through only the 8mm beads. Pull tightly so no thread is 
showing. (See Fig. 12.) 

Round 21 

Repeat round 2 (add one oat, one 6mm blue, and one oat). 

Round 22 

Repeat round 3 (add one 6mm blue). 

Round 23 

Repeat round 4 (add one oat, one 3mm gold, and one oat). 

Round 24 

Repeat round 5 (add one 3mm gold). 

Round 25 

Repeat round 6 (add 2 oats). 

Short tassel ending; (See Fig. 13.) Add one 8mm blue faceted 
bead and four 3mm gold beads. Bypass the.four 3mm gold 
beads and go up the 8mm blue bead and out the opposite 
side oat of the 2-oat-bead addition. Slip knot several times. 
Cut thread.

Look at Fig. 5. Come out left side of the top corner 3mm 
bead. Add eight 3mm beads. Come through same 3mm bead 
with which you started (ignoring the newly added eight 3mm 
beads), but from the opposite direction. Slip knot and tie 
off. 

6. Attaching Diamonds to Cylinder (Attach one with hanger at 
top and one at Bottom) 

Come out left side hole of the bottom 3mm corner diamond 
bead (on top diamond, the one opposite hanger), see Fig. 6 
Add two 3mm beads and slip knot around or between 
threads of the middle 2 spacers of the cylinder. Add 2 more 
3mm beads and join in the same 3mm corner bead (but from 
opposite directions). Slip knot and reinforce through several 
beads. Cut threads.

‘Take 
RHN down right side, take LHN down left side, add 1 
6mm white faceted bead on RHN; take LHN through the 
6mm bead just added, thus lacing another 4-bead sec¬ 
tion. (See Fig. 3A.) Repeat from * on downwards, chang¬ 
ing colors to correspond with side beads. You will have 
added 3W, 1 R, and 4W (see Fig. 3B). 

4. Joining the bottom (by a lacing procedure): Repeat from 
* of step 3, adding 1W, 2R, and 2W 6mm beads. 

5. Joining leftside(by a lacing procedure): Repeat from * of 
step 3, adding 3W, 1R, and 3W 6mm faceted beads. Con¬ 
nect through already connected last section. Reinforce, 
knot, and cut thread. 

6. Bow. 

A. On about 1 yd. of Conso thread with 1 fine beading 
needle, string 10 red spacers. Leave a 4"-5" tail on end 
of thread. Tie spacers to form a circle. Knot 3 times. 
To conceal knot, go through several spacers. 

B. *Add 2 red spacers and one 3mm gold bead. Bypass 
the 3mm gold bead and go down through the next 
spacer below. Add 1 red spacer; skip lower red spacer 
of original circle, and go through the next red spacer. 
Repeat from * around (see Fig. 4.), circling every other 
spacer of original spacer-circle by 3 spacers and a 
gold-bead point.

Slip 
knot, conceal knot, and cut thread.

A. On about 2 yds. of fine Conso thread with 2 fine 
beading needles, thread 7 spacers; center these in 
middle of thread.

216, 3mm gold, silver, or pearl beads (gold used for 
sample) 

Approx. 40, 3x6mm gold, silver, or pearl oat beads (gold 
used for sample) 

1 fine (#7) beading needle 

Conso or #69 thread (a fine nylon bonded thread) 

#3 macrame cord (a heavy nylon bonded thread) 

Bottle, 1" to1-Vi6" dia. x 2" high (optional) 

Bottom of Base. 

Row 1 

On about 2 yds. of #3 cord with 1 fine beading needle, string 
eight 8mm R faceted beads. Slip beads down to other end of 
thread. Allow a tail of about 4"-5" long. Tie beads to form a 
circle. Knot 3 times. Conceal knot by going through several 
beads of the circle. 

Row 2 

*Around every other 8mm bead, add a 6mm R faceted bead, 
an 8mm R faceted bead, and a 6mm R faceted bead; go 
through the next 8mm R faceted bead of original circle. 
Repeat from * around for four 3-bead additions. (See Fig. 1.) 
Row 3 (Beginning of Stem) 

*Around every other 8mm bead of original circle, add a 
gold oat, a red spacer, and a gold oat bead. Go through next 
8mm bead of circle. Repeat from * around for four 3-bead 
additions. (See Fig. 2.) Work needle up closest oat and out 
top red spacer. 

Row 4 

* Add a spacer and go through next spacer. Repeat from * 
around until 4 spacers have been added. Reinforce circle by 
going through all 8 red spacers again. Pull extremely tight. 

Row 5 

*Around every other spacer, add a gold oat, a spacer, and a 
gold oat bead; go through next spacer. Repeat from * 
around for four 3-bead additions. (See Fig. 3.) Work needle 
up the closest gold oat bead and out top red spacer to posi¬ 
tion needle for next row. 


Row 6 

Repeat row 4 (adding a spacer). 

Row 7 

Repeat row 5 (adding an oat, a spacer, and an oat). 

Row 8 

Repeat row 4 (adding a spacer). 

Row 9 

Repeat row 5 (adding an oat, a spacer, and an oat). 

Row 10 

Repeat row 4 (adding a spacer). After this row, tie off #3 
thread by slip knotting several times. Conceal knot and cut 
off thread. 

Body of Holder: 

Use about 2 to 2VS yds. of Conso or #69 thread with a #7 fine 
beading needle. Attach to any spacer of top spacer circle. 
Knot 3 times and go through several spacers to conceal 
knot. 

Row 11 

‘Around every other spacer, add a gold oat, a R 8mm 
faceted, and a gold oat bead; go through next spacer. 
Repeat from * around, until four 3-bead additions have 
been made. To position needle for next row work needle up 
closest oat bead and out the 8mm faceted bead. (See Fig. 4.) 
Row 12 

‘Add a R 8mm faceted bead and go through the next 8mm 
bead. Repeat from * around until four 8mm beads have 
been added. Reinforce by going through all eight 8mm 
beads once or twice to get circle extremely tight. 

Row 13 

A. (First addition — add 5 beads.) Add a 3mm gold, a R 6mm 
faceted, a 3mm gold, a R 6mm faceted, and a 3mm gold 
bead. Circle the 8mm bead by going through same bead 
from opposite side, then through the next 8mm bead of 
circle. (See Fig. 5A.) 

B. (Next addition — add 4 beads.) ‘Add a 3mm gold, a R 
6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a R 6mm faceted bead. 
Connect in and through the 3mm gold bead to the right 
of work, through the 8mm faceted beads of previous 
original circle. Repeat from * around up to last addition. 
See Fig. 5B. 

C. (Last additon — add 3 beads.) Work needle up the 3mm 
bead to left of work. Add a R 6mm faceted bead, a 3mm 
gold bead, and a R 6mm faceted bead. Connect in and 
through the 3mm gold bead to the right of work, through 
the 8mm faceted bead, then through the 3mm gold bead 
to left of work, up the 6mm R faceted, and out the top of 
the 3mm gold bead. (See Fig. 5C.) 

Row 14 

‘Add a 3mm gold, a 6mm gold, and a 3mm gold bead. Join 
in next 3mm gold bead. Repeat from * around. On last addi¬ 
tion, join in lower 3mm bead. Work needle up next 3mm 
bead and out the 6mm gold bead to position needle for next 
row. (See Fig. 6.) 
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Row 15 

*Add 3 gold 3mm beads and join through next 6mm gold 
bead. Repeat from * around. For last joining, join in 6mm 
gold bead, then work needle up through two of the three 
3mm gold beads. (See Fig. 7.) 

Row 16 

*Add a R 6mm faceted, a gold 3mm, and a R 6mm faceted 
bead. Join in the 2nd or middle 3mm bead of the next 3- 
gold-bead circle. Repeat from * around. For last joining, join 
in center 3mm gold bead, then work needle up the next 
6mm faceted bead and out top 3mm gold bead. (See Fig. 8.) 
Row 17 

Repeat row 14 (a 3mm gold, a 6mm gold, and a 3mm gold 
bead). 

Row 18 

Repeat row 15 (adding 3 gold 3mm beads). 

Row 19 

Repeat row 16 but add a C 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a 
C 6mm faceted bead. 

Row 20 

*Add a C 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a C 6mm faceted 
bead; go through next 3mm gold bead. Repeat from * 
around. (See Fig. 9.) On last joining, join in lower 3mm gold 
bead, then work needle up through the C 6mm bead and out 
the top 3mm gold bead. 


Row 21 

Repeat row 14 (adding a 3mm gold, a 6mm gold, and a 3mm 
gold bead). 

Row 22 

Repeat row 15 (adding three 3mm gold beads). 

Row 23 

Repeat row 16 (adding a R 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a. 
R 6mm faceted bead). 

Row 24 

Repeat row 14 (adding a 3mm gold, a 6mm gold, and a 3mm 
gold bead). 

Row 25 

Repeat row 15 (adding 3 gold 3mm beads) 

Row 26 

Repeat row 16 (adding a R 6mm faceted, a 3mm gold, and a 
R 6mm faceted bead). 

To complete project and to tie off: Pull tightly, slip knot 
through several beads, conceal knot, and cut thread. If used 
for a toothpick holder, insert a bottle approximately 
1"-1-Vi6" dia. x 2" high. If used for a Christmas flower vase, 
insert plastic-foam in bottom of vase and fill with your 
favorite Christmas arrangement in miniature.

"Optional: 

If wire ring-and-handle basket form is not available in your 
locale, a 7" macrame ring may be used for the basket base 
and an 11" x 14" sheet of plastic mesh may be cut into 2 
strips and a wire coat hanger inserted into mesh for basket 
handle. See the following 6-step instructions and additional 
materials for forming your own frame. 

Additional Materials For Making Basket Frame: 

7" macrame ring 
11" x 14" sheet #7 plastic mesh 
Vi yd. 1 Vi "-wide green ribbon 
Vi yd. Vi "-wide red ribbon 
Wire coat hanger 

NOTE: Omit these 6 steps if basket base and handle are 
available in one piece. 

1. Cover the 7" macrame ring with the white rug yarn. Begin 
by tying a knot around the ring and wrapping around and 
under ring until completely covered. Clue finishing end 
over starting end with a thick white glue; hold securely 
for several minutes. Lay aside. 

2. Cut the plastic mesh into two 1 Vi "-wide lengths. Overlap 
ends approximately 3-4 blocks (to make a longer piece) 
and tack ends together securely by sewing with #3 cord. 
Cut mesh so that you have a 1 Vi " x 18Vi " finished piece. 

3. Cut wire coat hanger the same length as mesh strap. In¬ 
sert it in and through 1-2 blocks of one end, then through 
2 blocks in the middle of mesh, and through 1-2 blocks at 
opposite end. Bend into handle shape. 

4. Tack one end of already-bent mesh-and-wire handle to 
outside of the 7" ring. Measure exactly halfway around 
the circle and secure opposite side handle to the outside 
of the 7" ring. Frame is complete. 

5. Follow same beaded basket directions as for already- 
formed frame with the exception of step 5. In this step, 
join handle to base by same procedure but tack a few 
stitches here and there over the coat hanger, then tack 
both right and left sides of beaded handle to the mesh. 

6. Upon completion of entire basket, conceal the mesh and 
coat hanger by covering it with the green ribbon glued 
onto the mesh and wire; then glue the red ribbon down 
the middle of the wider green middle. 

Beading Instructions: 

NOTE: This is a 2-needle procedure, 4-bead pattern —see 
General Instructions. 

1. Using the ready-made ring-and-handle form, wrap both 
base and handle with white rug yarn. Merely tie a knot 
around the ring and begin wrapping under and around 
until both the base and handle are completely covered. 


Glue finishing end over starting end with a dab of thick 
white glue. Hold for a few minutes until ends are secure. 
Lay aside. 

2. A. The Handle Strap 

Follow Figs. 1-4 and the circle-by-circle instructions. (* 
on diagram means to repeat pattern between asterisk.) 
Begin each row with new thread; do not flip over. 
Finished length is 13 diamonds long (7 red, 6 green). 
Finished strap will begin and end with a red diamond pat¬ 
tern. 

First circle — add 4W beads (cross LHN, forming first cir¬ 
cle). 

RHN LHN 

2W 1W (2 times) 

*1G, 1W 1W 

2W 1W (4 times) 

Repeat from * for a total of 32 outside beads (see Fig. 1). 
End with 2W, 1W 3 times. Reinforce knot; cut thread. 

Row 2 (all beads on RHN) 

First circle - 1W,2R 
*1R, 1W 
2G (2 times) 

1C,1W 

2R 

Repeat from * downward, ending with 1 R, 1W. (See Fig.2.) 
Row 3 (all beads on RHN) 

First circle - 2W, 1 R 


2C 

2W 

1W, 1R 

Repeat from * downward, ending with 2W. (See Fig. 3). 
Row 4 (all beads on RHN) 

First circle — 3W 
2W 

Repeat on downward (see Fig. 4). 

Refer to Fig. 5 for complete pattern design. 

B. The Base Strap (to cover base ring): Make the base 
(bottom) strap 20 diamonds long — 10 red, 10 green. Use 
the same procedure as rows 1-4 of handle but make a 
longer strap — 49 outside beads long. End with a partial 
green diamond. 

3. Sewing the longer strap onto the 1" ring: Use one large¬ 
eyed needle on about 1 Vi yds. of #3 thread. Tack the bot¬ 
tom row of beaded strap onto bottom of base, catching 
threads between beads. Center the partially complete 
green diamond below center of handle. Tack around the 
center ( 6th) green diamond on opposite side of basket 
(centered below other end of handle). Upon completion, 
allow approximately Vi" space (the width of 1 bead) bet¬ 
ween ends of base strap. Make certain a green diamond 
is centered below handle on each side. 

4. Joining the 2 ends of base strap together (see Fig. 6): On 
about 1 to IVj yds. of thread with 2 needles, add one 
8mm white faceted bead; center bead in middle of 
thread. "Take LHN down next bead of left end of strap 
and RHN down next bead of right end of strap. Add one 
8mm white faceted bead on RHN. Cross LHN through the 
8mm white faceted bead." Take LHN down next bead of 
left side and the RHN down next bead of right side. Add 
to RHN one 8mm green faceted bead. Cross LHN through 
this newly added 8mm green bead. Repeat between 
asterisks 2 more times. You will have added five 8mm 
beads (2W,1G,2W). 

5 A. Joining Handle Strap To Top (First Row) of Base Strap: 

"Connect the #3 thread and 1 large-eyed needle to an 
8mm bead of handle strap. Refer to Fig. 7A for addi¬ 
tion of 5W 8mm faceted beads, going from top to bot¬ 
tom, then to top, etc. Reinforce, tie off. Repeat from 
", using same procedure for joining opposite side (see 
Fig. 7A). 











B. Sewing Beaded Handle Strap to Wrapped Wire 
Handle: With new thread, sew or tack middle of the 
beaded strap over the middle of wire handle (going in 
between beads and around wire). See Fig. 7B; X = 
tack points. 

6. A. Adding tri-beads between 8mm beads of the handle 
(refer to Fig. 8): Attach fine beading needle to #69 or 
Conso thread. Have thread comihg out of the first 
* white 8mm bead above the base strap. *Add 1R tri¬ 
bead, go through next upper 8mm W faceted bead. 
Repeat from * 2 more times, then switch colors, add¬ 
ing only 2 green tri-beads. (Thus, pattern is: add 3R, 
then 2G tri-beads so that green diamond handle pat¬ 
tern and the green tri-beads correspond and a red dia¬ 
mond lines up with the newly added red tri-beads.) 
Repeat the pattern. Then complete opposite side of 
handle. Line up same colors as on the first side. An ad¬ 
dition of 21 red tribeads and 12 green tri-beads on 
each side (or a total of 42 red tri-beads and 24 green 
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tri-beads) complete the handle. 

B. Repeat the same pattern and procedure for adding tri¬ 
beads to base — add 3R, then 2G tri-beads, but begin 
working to the right of either side of handle (add only 
2R, then 2G the first time only). Then begin normal 
pattern (3R, then 2G). Merely slip needle through 6W 
beads of handle strap and repeat the pattern and pro¬ 
cedure for second half of top edge of base. 

C. Add corresponding-color tri-beads to bottom edge of 
base. 

7. Cut plastic-foam to fit base circle and place in basket 
bottom so it lies on the 7" ring. 

8. (Optional) If you care to cover underside of basket 
handle, glue on the green ribbon. Center it and use a 
heavy white glue to secure it tightly. When dry, add the 
more narrow red ribbon centered on green ribbon. 

9. Decorate the basket with your own unique, creative 
Christmas flower or ornament arrangement. 
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
